The United Kingdom had declared 
her intention to reduce, by a system 
of limitation, the amount of frozen 
mutton and lamb imported into her 
market from foreign countries, and 
Australia and New Zealand have a- 
greed to place limitations on the 
quantity they will supply. 

Bacon and Hams 

The United Kingdom has declared 
her intention to place a Hmitation on 
the quantity of bacon and hams that 
may be imported into her market and 
has agreed with Canada in the work- 
ing out of the plan that provisions 
will be made for the unrestricted ex- 
port of Canada of 2,500,000 cwt. 
(280,000,000 Ibs.) per annum. 

Several years ago the United King- 
dom embargoed the imports of fresh 
meats from all countries having foot 
and mouth disease. This excluded im- 
ports of live cattle, hogs, etc., and 
fresh meats from every country in 
Europe and such important = sup- 
pliers as the Argentine Republic. It 
created a situation whereby, in prac- 
tise, fresh meats could only be im- 

from the Irish Free State; 
meat from all other countries coming 
forward as chilled, frozen or cured. 
In confined imports of live 
cattle, hogs, etc., to the Irish Free 
State, Canada and a few from the 
United States. 

It is expected by the United King- 
dom that this action, which ‘has deen 
in effect for some years, along with 
the declaration made at the Imperial 
Economic Conference cited above, will 
‘permit her to control the markets in 
‘the United Kingdom for meat sup- 
plies. 

From Canada’s standpoint, the 
whole policy of the United Kingdom 
in taking control of the meat imports 
is of great importance; its applica- 
tion as it mainly affects Canada is 
with regera to bacon and hems. 

The objective of the United King- 
dom is to so control the imports of 
bacon and ham that conditions shall 
‘be created which will permit the pig 
industry of Great Britain to develop 
and expand so as to supply an increas- 
ing quantity of the bacon consumption 
of the United Kingdom. 

Thus, Canada will enjoy a market 
without restrictions, except as to total 
quantity and quality, on a par with 
the pig producers of the United King- 
dom. The bulk of Canada’s bacon pro- 
ducts of export quality has, in the 
past, come from Ontario, therefore, 
the stabilization of the British mar- 
ket under the plan announced by the 
British Government is of the utmost 
importance to the hog producers of 
Ontario.

Rev. Mr. Wallace was a member of 
the North American Council of the 
Mission since its inception on this 
continent in 1882 and was its Can- 
adian treasurer from 1915 to 1929. 
Surviving are a daughter, Mrs. L. 
Wilkes and two sons, Hudson T., of 
Clarkson, and Reginald C., Toronto.

To take advantage of the opportu- 
nity offered it is reasonable that Can- 
aga will be expected to do three 
things. 

Supply first class quality bacon. 

Maintain a supply in steady volume 
throughout the year. 

Increase the supply from year to 
year so as presently to take up the 
whole volume of the allotment. 

The British Government has stipu- 
lated that the product shall be of 
“Good Quality” and it is reasonable 
that Canada should be expected to 
supply bacon of a quality equal to 
that now enjoyed by the British con- 
sumer. It is also reasonable that the 
supply should be steadily maintained. 
It is expected that Great Britain will 
progressively reduce the importations 
from foreign countries, but this, of 
course, will only be possiblé if Can- 
ada is in a position to fill the de- 
ficiency with progressively increasing 
quantities of Canadian bacon.
